FURTHER SUCCESS AT LOOS., 
Again Sir Douglas Haig announces an attack 
“on a wide front” in the Ypres region, 
east and north of that place. The attack 
was delivered in conjunction with the

The Allies’ attack delivered early this morn-

ance. On the left, French troops advancing 
on beth sides of the Zuygschoote-Dixmude road 
drove the enemy from the tongue of land lying 
between the Yser Canal and the Martjevaart, 
and captured the bridgehead of Drie Graschten. 

In the centre, British troops rapidly captured 
their first objectives, and continuing their ad- 
vance carried the village of Langemarck after 
heavy fighting. 

They then fought their way forward for a 
distance of half a mile beyond the village, and 
established themselves in the German trench 
system, which constituted their final objective 
for the day. 

On our right fierce and continuous fighting 
has taken place since early morning for the 
possession of the high ground north eof the 
Menin road, The enemy has disputed our ad- 
vance with determination, counter-attacking 
repeatedly with large forces. 

As a result of these counter-attacks the 
enemy has succeeded during the afternoon, at 
great cost, is pressing back our troops in this 
area from part of the ground won earlier in 
the day. 

This evening further enemy counter-attacks 
in this meighbourhood were broken up by our 
artillery fire. 

The number of prisoners taken by the Aliies 
in the course of this attack cannot yet be ascer- 
tained, but over 1,800, inciuding 38 officers, 
have already been brought in. A few German 
guns have also been captured by us. 

Our troops made further progress this after- 
noon east of Leos. The number of prisoners 
captured by us on this frent since the openitig 
of our attack yosterday has now reached the 
total of 896, including 22 officers. 

Throughout yesterday's Attack our aeroplanes 
co-operated successfully with our artillery and 
infantry, and assisted effectively with machine- 
gun fire in repelling the enemy's counter- 
attacks. .

By the way, it is interesting to re- 
call that at that time this was one of the new 
German divisions, composed of the 1914 class, 
which means that none of the men in the ranks 
was under twenty years of age. Nowadays 
when our men meet a new German division— 
and the same thing applies to a good many of 
the old pi yy FW of the troops they en- 
counter belong to the 1918 and ihe 1919 classes, 
boys of 17 and 18. 

There is something reminiscent of the Somme 
battle in the fighting which is going on in the 
neighbourhood of Glancorse Wood. It is & 
strong tactical point, and both sides are fi hting 
desperately for it.

rimming shell-holes and coated with blue clay 
mud. Machine guns again preseuted the chief 
difieulty with which our men had to contend. 
There is no regular connected chain of defences 
hereabouts, but a sort of maze, composed of 
short bits of trench, eoncreted and roofed 
craters, little redoubts, dug-outs, and the like, 
and everywhere machine guns wo placed as to 
be able to barrage the ground in any direction. 
Of course, our artiliery had put a number of 
these defence works out of action, but enough 
of them still remained to prove a considerable 
trouble. 

The Boche artillery appears to have been 
rather erratic in supporting its troops, and the 
prisoners have the same old complaint on this 
subject. 

Zonnebeke Redoubt has been the scene of 
fierce fighting during the course of the day. 
The, Germans seem to have fought very un- 
evenly. In places they ran away as soon as our 
men got to grips with them. In other places 
they put up a sturdy resistance. The counter- 
attacks were largely delivered by picked sturm- 
truppen, and the losses in these special troops 
must be causing the High Command great 

For example, in the fighting around 
Lens the Germans must already have had quite 
a number of their divisions knocked out to the 
point of being unfit for further fighting until 
they have been withdrawn and reorganised, and 
this mainly through the reckless manner in 
which they counter-attacked.

AGRICULTURB IN IRELAND. 

Sir THOMAS ESMONDE drew attention to 
the recent Orders isswd by “he stag 4. 
troller in relation to agriculture in oe 
The agricultural community were very aire 
exercised by recent developments in this direo 
tion. Theas, Orders were not helpful to 
farmers, ariong whom they created gno 
and anxiety. fe called attention to one issue 
under date July 13th, called the Crops Restrie 
tion Order, which, he said, appeared to Ea 
that there should be no buying or selling ° 
agricultural produce without & permit from the 
Food Controller or some other Government De- 
partment. No farmer could carry on his busi- 
ness under conditions of that sort. They had 
been deluged with forms in Ireland, and how 
was<a farmer in Ireland to carry on his busi- 
ness if every time he wanted to go inte market 
he had to fill up one of these ridiculous forms 
asking for the permit of the Food Controller: 
Most farmers would find the guarantees under 
the Corn Production Bill illusory. He was in- 
formed that the guaranteed prices meant some- 
thing like a loss of two millions to Ireland. 
Irish wool had been commandeered by the War 
Office at low prices, the consumer golting a very 
handsome profit. Was the same thing going to 
happen with regard to Irish oata, or would the 
Department of Agriculture fix a price that 
would pay farmers to till the land? If the Food 
Controller wanted to increase the food suppty, 
both he and the Departament of Agricyiture 
would have to treat the Irish farmers with 
common-sense. They understood that their 
potatoes were going to be commandeered, and 
they wished to know what was going to be the 
| price paid for them, end. whether they would 
get & return for that outlay. He also asked 
would farmers be allowed to sell their be 
in the open market, 'The prices recentiy fixed 
for cattle filled farmers with apprehension. The 
Order would stop winter feeding, and was one 
of the worst blows against tillage that could be 
made. It was fantastic in its nature. If they 
had no winter feeding they would have no farm- 
house manure, and everyone knew that was the 
basis of tillage. Fertilisers from the farmyard 
brought successful farming; artificial fertilisers 
were a mistake. If the Order was carried out 
the result would be that, instead of people get- 
ting cheap meat, they would get none at all. 
If the Order was persisted in farmers would 
strike, and if it, came to fighting the Govern- 
ment would lose. 

Mr. G. LAMBERT said, in spite of the fact 
that most people seemed to have a comfortable 
assurance that our food supplies were perfectly 
safe, he believed there wonke be a scarcity of 
food next spring, unless the Government pre- 
pared for increased cultivation far more in- 
telligently than had been the ¢ase up to now. 
The Food Production Department seemed to be 
flooding the country with highly paid officials, 
who were ploughing up unsuitable land, with- 
out any prospect whatever of getting crops for 
next year. 


MR. HEALY AND SINN FEIN, 


Mr. T. HEALY expressed alarm at the Order 
of the Food Controller, and pointed out that 
Ireland was a land of small farms, on which 
there were no big haysheds or huge granaries; 
so that the farmer when he had got his crop 
had tg sell it. The Order seemed designed to 
paralyse the ordinary market operations in 
the country towns, He urged that the farmer 
must be allowed to go into the local markets to 
dispose of his produce, and that the people 
the Government ought to look after wero the 
middlemen, who bought the produce from the 
farmer, who was not a profiteer. What would 
Lerd Rhondda say if he (Mr. Healy) ordered 
coal to be sold at £1 a ton from next January? 

Mr. CLYNES—The price of coal is fixed 

Mr. HEALY-~-Not at a ruinous price to the 
coalowners, Proceeding, he spoke of the great 
need for feeding stuffs in the South of Ireland, 
and especially of the extraordinary difficulty of 
getting maize, with the reenlt that grinding 
mills in many instances had been stopped. 
Mr. Healy next called attention to the fact that 
within the last few weeks the Chief Secretary 
seized a Kilkenny newspaper, of which he (Mr. 
Healy) had never seen a copy. He was not 
going to challenge the seizure of the aper, be- 
cause he did not know -the Fil ó of the 
Chief Secretary s action, but he wished to 
challenge the action of the Government in 
seizing the printer's plant which he had for bis 
jobbing business. The proprietor was given 
10 minutes in which to unserew hie machinery, 
and the whole of his printing plant was then 
carted off. As a result 25 printers were thrown 
out of employment, and the date selected for 
this operation was the day of the opening of the 
Assizes of the town and the opening day of 
the Kilkenny election campaign. A Sinn Feiner 
won, and he was very glad that he did, hecause 
they were the best and miost honest politicians 
which had yet appeared there, (Lauchter.) He 
made an appeal on behalf of the printers, who 
had nothing to do with politics, and had been 
thrown out of work, and asked whether they 
and the proprietor would be compensated for 
the loss they had suffered. 


THE DUBLIN REBELLION. 

Referring to the question of the rebuilding of 
Dublin, Mr. Healy said it was now about 
18 months since the rebellion, when the Govern- 
ment so needlessly pulled down Backville street 
in the course of their alleged military opere- 
tions. From that time the shopkeepers of 
Dublin had not been able to rebuild their pre- 
mises. There had been what is called a Re- 
bellion Losses Committee, which in Ireland, it 
seemed, made it a rule that they would only 
give certificates for money when they got 
certificates as to the amount of building carried 
out, That provided a check upon the building 
owners, who had, however, heavy expenses to 
meet of various kinds. These owners had 
recently met, and protested that, as and from 
the date of their losses, the capital sum should 
be deemed to be contributed to them, and if not 
interest should be payable upon it, and that 
that interest should go to their credit as against 
their losses. The awards which had been made 
had been upon the whole fair, but there was one 
instance of an extravagant award—that was the 
case Of a business firm which showed in its 
balance sheet that its assets were £30,000. In 
that case, however, an award of £62,000 was 
made, and the mystery would be cleared up 
when he told the House that the name of that 
firm was the Rreeman's Journal, Limited, the 
organ of the so-called National Party. 
(Laughter.) 

THE SHEEHY-SKEFFINGTON CASE. 

Hie wished next to call the attention of the 
House to the way in which the Committee 
treated the families of three men who suffered 
death on the occasion of the rebellion. One was 
the case known aa the Sheehy-Skeffington case. 
Mrs, Sheehy-Skeffington refused compensation. 
The other men were killed at the same time, 
and their losses were inquired into by the 
Losses Commission, who made offers of com- 
pensation to the families of these persons, 
which wero wholly inadequate and contemptible. 
He hoped that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would take these matters into consideration, 
because they had entered very deeply into the 
minds of the people of Ireland. Mr. Healy next 
described how a peaceful town in the North of 
Ireland was thrown into turmoil by an altack 
made upon it by the police, whose action was 
condemned by two local stipendiaries. There 
was an intense feeling in the town upon the 
matter, and his request was that, in the in- 
terests of the peace of the town, the police 
who had attacked it and batoned its inhabi- 
tants, and whose conduct had been condemned 
by the bench of magistrates, should no longer 
be allowed to take service in thet town, but 
should be stationed somewhere else. 


MH. DUKE’S REPLY. 


Mr. DUKE said that the Government did not 
intend to allow the position in ard to allot- 
ments in Ireland to recéde from that to which 
it had attained, and whatever measures that 
might be necessary to protect plotholders would 
be taken. As to housing, notwithstanding 
great difficulties, the Dublin tion was 
at Fe eng in pressing forward schemes 
which would not only make an appreciable con- 
tribution to housing in Ireland, but would alsé 
in time of distress provide additional employ- 
ment. The larger problem of housing was a 
subject at the present time of consultation be- 
tween representatives of the Local Government 
Board and the Corporation, and although it 
might not be praeticable to put larger schemes 
into operation during the war, he hoped that, 
aa goon as the War is over, steps can be taken 
on & considerable geale towards the solution of 
this long-standing problem. 

FARMING IN IRELAND. 

Some apprehension had been expressed tha 
the course of agriculture was going to be dis- 
turbed, and that the business of farmers was 
going to be ruined by artifeially low prices 
and other dismal prognostications of that kind. 
Nobody who had vis Ireland and knew the 
present conditions there would say that at pre- 
sent the Trish farmer was hurt by the neglect

Every regulation that had been made had been 
made to secure these objects, and he did not 
in the least apprehend that producers in Ire- 
land would suffer from these regulations. It 
was quite true that a newspaper had Been 
seized, It was seized for the persistent publi- 
eation of seditious articles. @ seizure con- 
tinued, and would continue to the extent which 
was necessary for the protection of the public. 

THE DUBLIN LOSSES COMMITTEE. 

As to the action of the police at Mallow, and 
the s of the Committee in 
Dublin, these subjects had often been discussed 
by question and answer there. As regards the 
latter subject, he would receive & utation 
in Ireland, and any facts not. previously brought 
to his notice would be brought to his notice 
then. He did not. know that there were 
differential prices as regards cattle in Ireland.

Mr. KENNEDY JONES desired to impress 
upon the Government the urgent need for a 
full, frank, comprehensive, and informing state. 
ment gn all the phases of our war activi- 
ties at the present time, The friends of Ger- 
many, seeing the prospec of defeat before them, 
had begun a peace offensive. and he thought 
the time was come for an end to put 
to their mischievous operations, Agsuming 
Germany's determination to continue the war, 
he asked if the Government believed that in 
face of the submarine menace the passive pres- 
sure which the Fleet now exerted was the best 
help it could give to achieve victory in a 
reasonable time? He also asked whether the 
Government was taking every measure which 
prudende ‘and foresight could devise to inform 
the people as to what might be required of 
them in nerve and endurance by reason of the 
contigued losses of merchant ships. 


THE PREMIER AND THE WAR 
SITUATION, 


The PRIME MINISTER expressed agreement 
with Mr. Kennedy Jones that the people of this 
country were all the better for being told the 
truth, even when it was unpalatable. (Hear, 
hear.) At the beginning of the year our¢tocks 
of. cereals were the lowest on record. Since 
then, owing largely to the energy end f 
of Lord Devonport and Sir Joseph Maclay, the 
situation had very considerably improved. This 
time last year the stocks of wheat in this coum 
try were 6,480,000 quarters. At the present 
time they amounted to 8,500,000 quarters. 
(Cheers.) The stocks of oats and barley were 
also higher than they were at this time last 
year. Owing to the closer milling of grain 
and the food economy campaign there had been 
an addition to the food supply of the country 
equivalent to 70,000 quarters of wheat, repre- 
senting something like one per cent. of our 
total consumption of wheat. With regard to 
increased cultivation, in December last the 
acreage under wheat was down by between 
200,000 and 000 acres as compared with 
i915. That deficiency had been recovered, and 
the area under cultivation was something like 
a million aeres above last year. That would 
represent an addition of between three and 
four million tons of food to our supplies. 

NO FEAR OF STARVATION. 

If the harvest was es good as it promised to 
be the condition of this country with regard 
to food supplies was one which, taking every- 
thing into consideration, was very satisfactory. 
In fact, it was better than it had been for a 
good many years. (Cheers.) Nevertheless, in 
view of the world shortage of food, there was 
continued need for strict economy. (Hear, 
hear.) Sugar stocks bad improved, and for 
the moment anxiety on this head was lessened. 
Steps were being taken to increase the area of 
land under cultivation in this country next year 
to the extent of millions of acres. He was 
confident that the necessary labour would be: 
available for this purpose, and there would be 
2,500 tractors available in October, and a total 
of 8,000 by the spring. The Government had 
come to the conclusion that, with reasonable 
economy, there was no chance of starving out 
the population of these islands. (Cheers.) 

THE SHIPPING SITUATION. 

As regards the shipping situation, Germany 
had eireulated exaggerated accounts of the 
destructive effects of the submarine campaign. 
They claimed that our net losses were between 
450,000 and 500,000 tons a month. As a matte: 
of fact, while our losses in April amounted to 
560,000 tons gross, in July the figure fell to 
520,000 tons. Our net losses during the last 
six Months weré under WOO tons úér month, 
(Cheers.) If the August figures continued at 
the same ratio of loss as had been experienced 
during the first sixteen days our net losses 
during is! and August would be at the 
rate of 175,000 tons a month. Therefore, 
taking the whole six months, we had only 
lost half what the Germans claimed, and at 
the present rate we were only losing one-third 
of what the Germans claimed, (Cheere.) Our 
losses were diminishing, and the building of 
new ships was increasing. The Admiralty plana 
for countering the submarine campaign wore 
increasingly successful, and the Shipping Con- 
‘troller, by reorganising shipping business, had 
secured that, although we had a diminished 
tonnage, wo had been able to carry more tons 
of goods, With regard to shipbuilding, in 
1915 we built 688,000 tons, and in 1016 we 
built 558,000 tons. But during the first six - 
months of this year we had built 484,000 tons, 
and in the second half of the year we should 
add another million tons, besides 330,000 tons 
acquired abroad, so that thie year the new 
tonnage we shall aequire would be 1,900,000 
tons. (Cheers.) That was purely mercantile 
tonnage. In addition to that, naval construc- 
tion this year would be up by hundreds of 
thousands of tone. (Cheers.) Of course, every: 
thing would depend upon those engaged in ship- 
building doing their very best. (Cheers. ) 
There was still a very considerable deficiency 
of tonnage for essential purposes; but, having 
regard to what was being done in America, he 
had no doubt that we should have sufficient 
tonnage next year, and, if necessary, for 1919. 


THE MILITARY SITUATION. 

With regard to the military situation, he 
said that they bad anticipated this year & 
great converging movement against out foes. 
Russia was eqlipped for her share of that task 
as she had never been equipped before, The 
uippers were beginning to grip, but one claw, 
one of the nippers, was out of repair for the 
moment. Things were mending; but, whilst 
the situation in Russia wag being restored, the 
brunt of the fighting must fall upon the other 
Allies, and notably upon ourselves. Consider- 
ing all-the diffeulties, our armies had won very 
considerable successes. (Cheers.) He read a 
message that had been just received from Sir 
Douglas Haig, which was loudly cheered, and 
said that he would not exchange our military 
position for that of Germany. When Russia 
recovered, when America was really in with her 
full strength, our difficulties would diminish, 
our power would increase, but Germany's diffi- 
culties would inorease and her power would 
diminish. [It wae for that reason he said 
that this was the supreme time for faith, for 
courage, for endurance, for hope, for unity. 
If we passed through this hour with the temper 
which enabled us to destroy a great military 
despotiem at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, next year we should begin, and the 
world would begin, to reap the fruits of our 
valour, (Loud cheers.) 


MR. ASQUITH’S HOPEFULNESS. 


Mr. ASQUITH, following the Prime Minister, 
said that the House would have heard. with 
great satisfaction the report of the Prime 
Minister of what had been achieved in the 
extension of our food production, and the 
frustration, or at any rate the mitigation, of 
the German submarine menace. Acceptin ‘the 
figures of the Prime Minister, he considered that 
labour waa the key to success. Woe needed 
nob only an adequate supply of labour 
but a willing application of that labour. Ho 
was certain that the appeal to labour would 
not fall on deaf ears. (Cheers.) The spirit 
which. had led the population to swell the ranks 
of the Army, and to give up old customs and 
traditions of industry would, he believed, pro- 
duee even greater results in the future. As re- 
gered the military situation, he shared the 
ope that before long our Russian Ally would 
resume her full share of the great t of re- 
lieving Europe from the incubus of a military 
despotism, It was a foolish and futile occu- 
—- for. statesmen and laymen to forecast 
he future of military operations. All they 
could do as civilians was to choose the best 
men to lead the Armies, and give them their 
Pe sear gy “on. (Cheers.) They were not 
lacking in the forees they needed to achieve 
victory. He believed that our Armies were 
never so well equipped as they were at this 
moment, He believed that we never possessed 
the same fteserves as we-do now, | 
both in regard to miinitions and men. He 
looked forward, therefore, with undiminished 
confidence to the future, use we had, be- 
yond and above this gigantic and unexam 
array of material forces, to sustain our soldiers 
in the field and to cm gre ourselves at home, 
and an unabated belief in the justice of the 
cause for which we were fighting. (Cheers.)

COUNTRIES. - 


GERMAN ATTITUDE. 

A Reuter’s Rome telegram says:—The text 
of the Papal Note first appeared here in the 
Osservatore Romane. The entire Press reyro- 
duces the Papal Note, and expresses the 
opinion that the Allies have given no indication 
that they are disposed to agree to the suggested 
peace conditions. It is expected that the 
Allies will give the Pope a collective answer, 
and that perhaps the Central Powers will do 
likewise. 


AMERICAN COMMENTS. 

A Washington telegram says:—The Pope's 
ato proposals were not Unexpected. M. 
fiviani and Mr. Balfour, at the time of their 
visit to the United States, discussed with the 
Government the possibility of such proposals, 
and it was then agreed that all the Allies, in- 
cluding the United States, would refuse w dis- 
cuss peace so long as Germany was occupying 
the territories sexed by force. In politi 
circles at Washington ib is believed that the 
Germans will promptly welcome the proposals 
of the Holy See, but the Allies’ diplomatists are 
convinced the Entente will reject them. 

“The New York venting World says—America 
entered the war to end German atrocities and 
German autocracy, which recognised neither 
the laws of nations nor humanity. 

The New York Svening Sun says—The 
terms are impossible, ‘They provide neither & 
penalty for the criminal nor future security of 
the victims. The intent ia sublime, but the de- 
tails aro fallacious. The war must go to its 
legitimate end—the overthrow of Imperial am- 
bition and military ruthlessness. 


PARIS PRESS VIEWS. 


The Paris newspapers ceall attention to the 
fact that the Pope’s Peace Note coincides with 
the proposed Stockholm meeting, ‘and it is 
pointed out that the Central Powers, by their 
continued talk of peace without annexations 
and without indemnities, afford fresh proof of 
the disposition to bow before the | peg) of 
irremediable defeat. The decision of the Allies, 
the journals say, to persevere in the fight for 
the realisation of the war aims they have de- 
termined upon can only be strengthened 
thereby. 

The Matin says:—There must be no équivoca- 
tion over the terms for the evacuation of our 
invaded districts, hie is an indispensable pre- 
liminary to any conversation. 

The Journal des Débats says—In the so-called 
pe of the Pope we find only an invitation 
o parley on very vague bases, 

The Petit Parisien, the Petit Journal, and 
the Matin see @ connection between the Pope's 
Peace Note and the Reichstag peace motion 
and the speeches of and interviews wit 
Count Czernin, who announced the need of im- 
mediate. peace for Austria-Hungery. These 

pers are of opinion that the Pope has allowed 
himself to be inspired. by the needs of the 
Danubian Empire. 


ARGENTINA. 


The comments of the Argentine papers on 
the Pope's peace proposals are on the whole 
pessimistic. Several journals consider that, in 
spite of His Holiness’ good intentions, his pro- 
posals are injurious to the Allies, while favour- 
ing those responsible for the war. 

El Diario, in spite of its Roman Catholic 
leanings, remarks that the Pope's words have 

roduced ‘a painful impression, and appear to 
od intended to save the Central Empires. ' 


GERMAN VIEWS. 

According to a Berlin telegram, the Majority 
of the papera reserve judgment on the ques- 
tion of the Pope’s peace proposals until the 
full text is available. 

The Lokalanteiger is of opinion that the Note 
will hardly be different from the majority of 
so-called peace demonstrations coming from the 
side of the enemy. Regarding the single point 
of the return of the German colonies, it takes 
into account Germany's vita] interests. The 
paper recommenda . for the present a cool 
reserve towards the latest attempt at mediation. 

The Lokalanceiger publishes a statement on 
the Popa’s Note by a politician who is generally 
regarded as well informed. He saye it is no 
mere coincidence that the Pope’s Note has been 
sent out on the Day of the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin sy whom His Holiness 
a year ago proclaimed the Queen of Peace. 
The Pope is too good and sharp-sighted a 
diplomatist to undertake this step without 
having previous knowledge of how hie action 
would be received by beth belligerent groups. 
I believe I can etate that the Pope knows 
the German ‘peace conditions, of which he has 
certainly informed the opposite group. The 
politician adds that it would be incorrect to 
connect the Pope's demerehe with the Reich- 
stag’s peace resolution, though that resolution 
certainly paved the way for it. I am con- 
vinced, he adds, that the peace work now 
begun by tho Pope will this time lead to results. 
At a not far off time we shall hear of peace 
negotiations, and before the year ends this war 
will also have come to a conclusion,

LABOUR PARTY AND 
STOCKHOLM. 


PASSPORTS TO BE ASKED 
FOR, 


The Press Association yesterday received a 
copy of the agenda to be presented at the ad- 
ourned Labour Party Conference in London on 
Tuesday next. 

Connected with the events of the last week 
is an interesting report of the Executive Com- 
mittee, which says:—Since the adjournment of 
the special party Conference on Friday, August 
10th, eireumstances have arisen, and various 
pubile statements have been made, which de- 
mand attention, both from the party executive 
and from the adjourned Conference. An at- 
tempt has been made to cast doubts upou the 
enuineness of the vote recorded in favour of 
he party being represented at the Interna- 
tional Congress at Stockholm. lt has been 
claimed that many delegates recorded their 
votes on the assumption that the Russan 
Govermment were in some way responsible for 
the promotion and the organising of the Con- 
gress. No such statement was put forward by 
the party executive, or has ever been made on 
ita behalf. In the speech made on behalf of 
the executive by the secretary at the Conferetice 


it will be found that he made it porfectly clear | 


that the present Russian Government had 
taken up a modified attitude te the Stockholm 
Congresa as compared to that of the previous 
Government in office at the time the secretary 
was in Russia. Mr, Henderson also pointed out 
that the present Foreign Secretary, M. Terest- 
chenko, had indicated only a few days pre- 
viously that this was no time to talk of peace, 
It has also been clearly stated that the Con- 
gress could not possibly negotiate peace, as the 
responsibility for this must rest with the re- 
spective Governments of the various countries 
involved: in the war. 

In this connection it has been claimed that 
the communication from the Russian Govern- 
ment which the Prime Minister forwarded to 
Mr. Henderson, and which reached him just as 
the Conference was dis ing after the morn- 
ing sitting, was of such importance that if it 
had been brought to the notice of the delegates 
it ‘would have exercised considerable influence 
on the decision. We desire to emphasise the 
fact that the Stockholm Congress was siways 
intended to be, and will imevitably be, a Con- 
gress not of representatives of the Russian or any 
other Government, but of Labour and Socialist 
organisations of the various countries.

THE DESTRUCTION OF ST. 
QUENTIN. 


The Press Association's Special Correspon- 
dent, telegraphing from the Headquarters of 
the French Army yesterday, says:— 

Not long ago the Germans issued a state- 
ment to the world deseribing the measures they 
had taken to preserve the historical and artis- 
tic treasures of St. Quentin from the ravages of 
war. Yesterday evening they completed their 
benefits to the town. At six yesterday even- 
ing smoke and flames were seen pouring from 
the roof of the Cathedral from the French 
observatory posts. All night the great building 
flamed, and when day broke it was seen that 
the massive roof had fallen in, carrying with it 
the central tower, which was the dominating 
point of the country for miles around. At four 
this afternoon, when I was looking at the 
ruined shell of the ancient church, the fire was 
still burning, and clouds of smoke were pouring 
out of the mutilated sides of the building. The 
Cathedral, or, more strictly, the Collegiate 
Church of St. Quentin, dated in parts from the 
thirteenth century. The interior contained little 
of artistic value, and what there was seems 
have been removed by the Germans; but in the 
nave, the choir, and the principal transept, 
were some remarkably fine stained glasa win- 
dows, which must have been destroyed, unless 
the Germans took the trouble to save them. 
Yesterday was a quiet day on thé St. Quentin 
front. here was little bombardment, and 
none whatever directed at the town. Two vil- 
lages close to the town were also fired by the 
enemy last night. It is too early to make any 
inference from these burnings in and around 
the town as to the intentions of the enemy. 
On the other hand, in this very sector duri 
the last fortnight the enemy has shown unusua 
activity, which has culminated in a number of 
small offensive operations. 

A fresh and characteristic German outrage is 
reported to-day, says the Daily Mail: The 
Coin church of St. Quentin has been set on 

re, the Hun hypocritically pretends, by French 
shells. It is another wanton and wicked act of 
savagery, such as the destruction of the noble 
chateau of Coucy, the bombardment of Rheims 
Cathedral, and the cold-blooded murder of the 
crew_of the Belgian Prince. 
to whose promises the Pope invites civilised 
nations to entrust the future of mankind. 


TRISH GALLANTRY AT 


LANGEMARCK., 


Describing yesterday’s desperate fighting in 
Flanders, Mr. Philip Gibbs, correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, says>—To the right of “the 
attack on Langemarck the troops were suceess- 
ful, and, in spite of concrete blockhouses and 
some deadly machine gunning, won all the 
ground they had been asked ‘to get. The men 
report that they sám large numbers of German 
dead, and that a little group of men fled before 
them as they advanced. Later in the morning 
the enemy rallied and came back in counter- 
attacks, none of which seems to have come 
within ten yards of our men before it withered 
away under the rifle avd machine gun fire, It 
was to the extreme right of the attack that the 
fighting was most fierce, and the result. uneer- 
tain. Some Irish were heavily engaged here 
working towards Polygon Wood and the high 
ground thereabouts. They had to advance over 
frightful ground and against the enemy in_ his 

reatest strength, because he is determined to 
Sofend these high slopes if he loses all else.
